cultural departments. He took advan- 
tage of these by adopting the good 


points from each, A government re- 
port advocated the installation of light- 
ning rods on farm buildings. He put 
them on his buildings and advised his 
neighbors to do likewise. Some of them 
followed his lead, others ridiculed the 
idea, one of whom lost his buildings | 
the following season by lightning. He 
did not consider it too much trouble to 
so clean his seed that he could demand 
$1.50 per bushel for his oats as seed, 
while his neighbor was getting but 65c. 
Farming means production just as truly 
as does manufacturing. The farmer, 
however, has an advantage over the 
manufacturer in that the latter must 
make his own experiments ; he must 
pay for his experience. If the results 
of his experiments are satisfactory, 
they may produce financial returns

upon the investigation is lost, and, in 
many cases means ruin. How different 
is the farmer’s position!
